DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to the application filed on February 25, 2002, 
title: "Electronic Payment And Authentication System With Debit And Identification Data 
Verification And Electronic Check Capabilities". 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

I. Claim 1 , disclose an electronic payment system comprising at least two of 
three modules for a network, 

II. Claims 2-32, disclose an electronic check payment module and a method 
to make electronic payment for a network. 

III. Claims 33-47, disclose an identity verification module and a method for 
identity verification for a network. 

IV. Claims 48-76, disclose a debit data validation module and a method for 
debit data validation for a network. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, the Examiner believes claim 1 is generic. 

4. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
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is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

5. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or othenA^ise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

6. A telephone call was made to the attorney on 3/16/2007 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made due to the reason that the attorney has left the company, informed by MaryAnn 
Wieczorek, 414-271-6560. 

7. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

8. The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
